Says German Trade Would Have 
Equalled England’s This Year 
Had Peace Continued. 


AMSTERDAM, Aug. 24.—Vice Chan- 
cellor Helfferich, in the course of: the 
recent debate in the Main Committee of 
the Reichstag, said the real reason why 
Great Britain entered the war was the 
fact that Germany's trade in 1917 pre- 
sumably would have reached the level

This war,“ the Vice Chancellor said, 
is the result of tension created by the 
fact that Great Britain was constantly 
feeling the glaring and increasing dis-

To 
abandon one’s self to any illusion in 
this respect would be fatal.’’

Food Commission Will Let 30 
Dutch Ships Sail with Grain, 
~ Mostly for Relief Work. 


FOOD BOUGHT FROM SWEDEN 


In Return for 652,000 Bushels of 
Wheat She Gets 270,000 
Bushels of Our Rye. 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 24.—Belgians 
Will get food quickly and neutrals will 
have some of their wants supplied 
through an arrangement made today by 
the Food Commission and the Govern- 
ments of neutral European countries: 

It was decided to let thirty or more 
Dutch ships sail at once from an At- 
lantic port carrying grain owned by the 
Netherlands Government. on condition 
that most of the cargoes should be used 
for relief of the Belgians. 

It was also announced that the Swed- 
ish mission had sold at cost 552.000 
bushels of wheat in this countrv to the 
Belgian Relief Commission. The wheat 
was bought by the Swedish Government 
in January and has been held in ele- 
vators ever since. This will go for- 
ward immediately in ships to be ob- 
tained by the Belgian Relief Commis- 
sion and will take the cargo space of 
several large freighters. In return the 
Swedish Government will be allowed 
to ship 270,000 bushels of rye of the new 
American crop, which will be available 
in September or October. 

Negotiations between United States 
officials and representatives of the neu- 
— * have been in progress several 
weeks. 

Norway’s case has been presented by 
the mission headed by Dr. Nansen, and 
complete accord has n reached, it is 
understood, regarding commodities to 
go forward to that country immediately. 
Norway needs f tuffs and has ships 
to barter. She is willing to devote 
1,000,000 tons to the service of the Uni- 
ted States if she can’ get food in return.

EAGER’ TO FIGHT IN THE OPEN 


Americans Share with Canadians 
the Disiike for Mole-like Tactics 
Which Germans Delight In. 


By The Associated Press. 

AMERICAN ‘TRAINING CAMP IN 
FRANCE, Aug. 24.—One of the greatest 
problems American officers have before 
them is impressing upon their men the 
absolute importance of learning the best 
ways of keeping under cover. The 
American soldier is not a natural dis- 
ger-in.“ He is much like his Canadian 
brother-in-arms in that respect, for it 
is an old saying om the British front 
that Canadians will die in the last ditch, 
but never dig it. 

It is the American apirit, as it was 
that of the Canadians, to up-stake and 
fight; but the world war has long since 
passed that stage, and now in the long 
wear and worry of a struggie of attri- 
tion the best commander is the one whe 
best conserves his men by keeping them 
under cover. One of the great reasons 
why the Germans are still in France 
and Belgium is their wonderful facility 
for digging themselves in. They have 
@ perfect passion for it and an incen- 
tive as well, for the allied artillery 
never ceases te pound them day and 
night. 

The German belief that they can dig 
faster than a modern army can advance 
is one of the principles of their defen- 
sive tactics. Notwithstanding all that 
has been told along this line, notwith- 
standing the heroic efforts to rouse his 
enthusiasm over the pick and shovel, 


the American soldier has remained de- 


cidedly lukewarm. He came to France 
to fight the Germans, he says, und not 
to dig a hole and look at them through 
a spy glass. The French, Canadian, and 
Australian soldiers all resented the idea 
of digging in, and would not admit the 
necessity of doing so until bitter losses

| JERUSALEM IN THE WAR. 

The American missionaries who 
have just returned from Turkey, Asia 
Minor, and Syria say that Jerusalem 
has been strongly fortified by the 
Turks under German direction, and 
that the Turkish forces, with ample 
modern guns and munitions, and led 
by German officers of high rank, are 
prepared to hold it against the Brit- 
ish. Somehow, this news brings to 
the mind not so much the famous 
sieges of Jerusalem as the Kaiser's 
visit to that city. If it must be a sub- 
ject of regret to the amateurs of his- 
torical justice and poetry that he 
wasn't personally conducted to the 
Holy Land by Mr. Coox, as he told 
that world-wanderer on Mount Vesu- 
vius in 1894 he hoped to be, at least 
nothing else was wanting to his hap- 
piness.

In the afternoon 
he stood on Mount Zion, his sword 
out of its scabbard, saluting the im- 
perial standard raised with Persian 
pomp, a force of his soldiers and sail- 
ors adding the characteristic touch, 
the Latin Patriarch looking on, prob- 


jably a little puzzled. That afternoon 


the Kaiser made over to the German 
Catholic settlement at Jerusalem the 
Roman Catholic church erected on the 
piece of land given by his father to 
the Sultan. The Kaiser in Jerusalem, 
the Kaiser on Mount Zion, the Kaiser 
the protector of German Lutherans 
and Roman Catholics, of all Chris- 
tlans in the East! It must have been 
a memorable day for him. 

Everybody knows that, eight days 
afterward, at Damascus, the protec- 
tor of the Christians, fresh from 
Christian altars and Mount Zion, as- 
sured the noble ABDUL HAMID and 
“the three millions of Mohammedans 
who venerate him as their Caliph ” 
that “the German Emperor will al- 
ways remain their friend.” Through 
we don’t know how many regions of 
Islam the German propagandists, 
full of the fatuous Pan-Islamism and 
Holy War obsession, have preached 
the Kaiser, have told of his conver- 
sion to Islam. As a pendant to the 
picture of the Kaiser as a true be- 
uever. German propagandists in Spain 
have proclaimed his conversion to the 
Roman Catholic Church. So varied 
are the religious adventures of this 
“so various ” potentate. 

The Armenian and the Syrian 
Christians, such of them ag have es- 
caped the massacres of his Moham- 
medan friends, know how well he 
protected the Christians.

He is the friend 
of the Sultan because his faith is in a 
greater Germany.

A BANKING DEFICIENCY. | 
The betterment of our banking fa- 
cilities by the Federal Reserve sys- 
tem is known to all. Nevertheless 
something remains to be done to give 
our business men the accommodatfon 
to which they are entitled. The Fed- 
eral Reserve system. aids commerce, 
trade, the system of exchanges of 
goods for goods through the interven- 
tion of credit substitutes for money, 
ma manner never before known to 
us. But a legitimate demand for 
credit is the financing of industry in 
methods which require longer term 
credits: In that respect our system 
is deficient in a manner illustrated by 
the purchase of eight Austrian steam- 
ers in this city. It is well known that 
our banks are embarrassed by a sur- 
plus of gold, and that there is a great 
unused volume of credit. Neverthe- 
lees the purchase of those steamers 
was financed by a Norwegian bank 


_}which has come overseas to do busi- 


ness here: 
The shipping industry is more famil- 
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are bold n the lines 
of their experience. They are prone 
to confine their credits to rated mer- 
chants, or to quoted securities. Only 
private bankers will advance re- 
sources to an industrial undertaking 
upon thelr opinions as bankers of the 
soundness of the proposition. There 
are perhaps none, certainly there are 
but few, public banks which would 
regard it as justifiable to tie up their 
resources in shipping. Liquidity of 
banks is desirable, but it is undesir- 
able that it should be difficult to 
finance the shipping industry and 
throw it into the hands of even 
friendly foreigners just at the crisis 
when the re-establishment of our ma- 
rine is dependent upon making it 
financially possible. The German 
banks excel in this line of banking. 
England, France, Canada are propos- 
ing to imitate Germany in the eatab- 
lishment of trade or industrial bank- 
ing. 

The purchase of these eight ships 
with Norwegian money for use in 
American trade is possible because we 
are not at war with Austria and are 
friendly with Norway, barring some 
friction over Norway’s alleged use of 
goods here to assist Germany, Our 
diplomatic relationa with Austria are 
severed, but her shipping is merely 
interned, not seized like Germany's.

government in Germany is its subject, 


and both disputants carry on the Tittle 
war in a charmingly courteous way, but 
with none the less of determination to 
win. As they are both skillful as well 
as courageous fighters, neither seeks a 
negotiated victory or a peace without 
victory, and certainly neither gets one. 

Dr. FRANCK»E’s contention is that Ger. 
many will not, and should not, become 
a republic, and he supports his conten- 
tion with a presentation of facts and 
arguments at once so confident and 80 
plausible, with such a convincing air of 
knowing far more about his country and 
his people, that few readers of his arti- 
cle will finish it without a feeling of 
something like pity for the man on 
whom is placed the task of answering 
it. This feeling is made the stronger 
by Dr. Francxke’s cheerful admission that 
there are political evils and abuses in 
Germany that must be remedied, and 
his commendations of the HoHENZOL- 
LERNS, though fervid, are not without 
qualification, which, of course, shows 
what a fair and open mind he has. 

In short, his effort illustrates German 
efficiency at about its highest point. 
But then comes Mr. Breck, who happens 
himself to know a good deal of recent 
history, and, with a suavity almost 
equaling that of his antagonist, he calls 
attention to the peculiar circumstance 
that the whole elaborate structure erect- 
ed by Dr. FrRaNcxke rests on an assump- 
tion which that gentleman cautiously 
refrained from putting in words—the as- 
sumption that Germany is going to win 
the war! That admitted, he is quite right; 
that denied; he is rather ludicrously 
wrong, as everybody, or at least every 
non-German, will see as soon as he 
looks. But this, though the most im- 
portant feature of Mr. Brcx's answer, 
is not the only one of importance. He 
also raises cruel doubts as to the accu- 
racy of some of Dr. FRANCKE’s allega- 
tions as of facts—the insincerity of the 
German Socialists, for instance—and in- 
spires at least suspicion iat the doctor 
is wrong. 

To summarize, what Dr. enn does 
ia to make the best of a bad case, while 
Mr. Buck, fortune having provided him 
with an excellent one, wins the brilliant 
triumph which every well-trained law- 
yer should win in like circumstances,

Them Not. conscientious objectors 
to war, as war, and 
regardless of its causes or objects, 


should be so busily organizing them- 
selves into leagues, alliances, councils, 
and what not, and making what seems 
to be preparation for a vigorous, mili- 
tant campaign against people of opposite 
minds. They can claim, of course, to 
share with other human beings the right 
to seek and utilize the strength that lies 
in union, and perhaps it is theif privi- 
lege to weaken their foes by converting 
to pacifism such of them as can be con- 
vinced by pacifist arguments. . Yet there 
is about efforts in either of these direo- 
tions something incongruous with an ob- 
jecting that justifies itself as based ex- 
clusively on a thing so distinctly per- 
sonal, and, as it were, interior, as con- 
science. 

To go around seeking to creaté con- 
scientious objections has in it the ele- 
ment of the illogical—one not easily de- 
fined, indeed, but appreciable easily 
enough to perceptions at all delicate. 
Practically all of the conscientious ob- 
jeotors, however, are illogical in ways 
requiring no micrometer to discover. 
There may be some of them who refuse 
to do anything whatever that has to do 
with the maintaining or the furtherance 
of war, but all of them, if consistent, 
would do so. Yet we see the vast ma- 
jority of them drawing the line of ob- 
jection just back of participation in the 
actual work of military slaughter ! 

They are willing enough, judging by 
their professions, to take part in and 
work hard at any one of the number- 
less activities upon which the conduct 
of war is not less dependent than on 
the use of rifles and cannon. They ‘will 
help in the hospitals to get wounded 
men back in the firing line, they will 
raise food for the soldiers and carry it 
to them, they will even dig trenches, 


and some of them will even make mu- 


nitions. Curiously, and, as certain crit- 
of the conscientious objectors- think, 
significantly, the one thing none of 
them will do is extremely dangerous, 
while of the other things a common 
characteristic is personal safety, either 
complete or comparative.

Some 
dealers will charge him only that 
amount, provided he gave a firm order 
away back in April, but he has to pay 
agp from $9.50 to $14 on present- 

orders, and even then he ts excep- 
tionally lucky to get delivery of more 
than a few tons at a time. 

It is distinctly encouraging to these 
troubled consumers to see that the dov- 
ernment purposes to keep them well- 
informed as to the exact cost ef coal to 
the local dealer. With that hitherto 
deeply velled knowledge in his posses- 
sion, the consumer's grievances will as- 
sume definiteness, and that is always 
something. Occasionally it helps to limit 
= Possibilities of exploitation. 


BISMARCK’S REFORMS 


Put Through Not to Help Germans, 
: but to Destroy Socialism.

This legislation, which consists in part 
of old age pensions, out of work insur- 


tory and housing laws, undoubtedly is 
most excellent, and has contributed in 
no small degree to the wonderful pros- 
perity of the empire. The great value 
of these laws can in no way be ques- 
tioned, but what can be questioned 16 
the generally prevailing opinion that the 
German Government deserves credit for 
their enactment. | 

The German Government did not pass 
these laws in order to improve the con- 
dition of the people, but in order to 
kill the Socialist Party. The Socialists 
since 1870 had been gaining much power 
among the working classes of Germany. 
Bismarck, Wwho rightly feared them, 
knowing that autocracy and Socialism 
are incompatible, attempted by every 
means to suppress and destroy the 
party. Socialism, however, made too 
strong an appeal to the down-trodden 
masses, the severest laws had no effect, 
the Socialist Party emerged from its 
conflict with Bismarck stronger than 
before. 7 

Then Bismarck, seeing that harshness 
was of no avail, determined to kill his 
enemy with kindness. He reversed his 
entire former policy and forced through 
the Reichstag and the Bundesrat the 
very laws urged by the Socialists, thus 
reaping for the autocratic powers the 
glory of their enactment. 

The Socialist Party has been the one 
source of inspiration for beneficial legis- 
lation in Germany, and the entire ener- 
gies of the Government have been bent 
on destroying it.. The Socialist Party 
represents the freedom-loving, industri- 
ous classes of Germany. The German 
Government, which is a military autoc- 
racy, instead of being praised for adopt- 
ing part of the Socialists’ program, 
should be condemned as a wolf in 
sheep’s clothing, which seeks by deceit 
to destroy the one source of good within 
the empire..

If the Fusion Committee should claim 
that the government of New York City 
in 
been perfect in every detail it would 
not even be entitled to a hearing. What- 
ever it said would be dismissed by a 
sensible man as campaign buncombe, 
because every one who is not blinded by 
ignorance or hypocrisy knows that in 
so complicated a job as the government 
of New York human beings will make 
mistakes. Fusion has not been either 
all-wise or all-perfect, and if the Pu- 
sionists imagined or pretended that it 
had been they would not. deserve the 
confidence of any hard-headed person. 
Only rogues end ‘focls insiet that they 
cannot err 

The real ‘test ig not whether mistakes 
have been made here or there, but 
whether the men who were running 
things were honest enough to face their’ 
mistakes, and whether on the big things 
they acted with foresight and good 
sense and human decency. This test 
Fusion under Mayor Mitchel can pass 
better than any administration New 
York has ever had. 

Every one, for example, whe knows 
New York politics at all knows that the 
police is the most ticklish branch of the 


government. Any one who has looked 
into things knows, too, that New 
York police force under Arthur Woods 


has won a national reputation for its 
discipline, its preparedness, its honesty, 
and its morale. New Yorkers who trav- 
el throtgh the country find that well- 
informed Americans everywhere look 
upon their police as a triumph of good 
government. 

And, yet, fine as is the spirit and 
leadership of the force, it makes mis- 
takes. In the Ruth Cruger cage, for 
example, the Detective Bureau blun- 
ered. But what did Mayor Mitchel and

What they 
actually did was to rip. open the situ- 
ation and start an immediate search 
for the men who were responsible, Now, 
a government which behaves that way 
is honest-minded, It gives all of us a 
sense that we are protected from the 
usual underground method of politics. 

We have government in the open by 
young and vigorous men, by men who 
think ahead, who plan for emergencies, 
who know what New York means to 
America, and what America today 
means to the world. There has been 
no political machine to which they owed 
favors, no bosses to dictate jobs and 
contracts to them, no sly little game of 
their own to play. 

In the greatest crisis of the world's 
history the key city of America has 
been governed. fearlessly and fitted to 
do its part. New York today has a 
police force to which there is no side 
door and no back door, a force which! 
knows that the men on top are thinking, 
not about their friends or their ambi- 
tions, but about the safety of the city. 
It has a force of athletes with military 
training, equipped with every kind of 
device for every conceivable danger. 
Behind this force has been built up a

The 
full effects of this regulation will be 
felt in the future, for the spirit of the 
administration is to look ahead and not 
act merely when it is pushed.

There was marked improvement in the 
prices of securities which changed 
hands on the Stock Exchange yesterday, 
and particularly in those of the anthra- 
cite roads.
